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Police bid for share of Home Office millions to buy stun guns

TASER stun guns could become a 
common sight on the county’s 
streets if a Kent Police bid for 
Government funding is successful. 

Chief Constable Michael Fuller said the 
force will be making a case to the Home Office 
for a share of the £8 million that has been 
made available to increase the use of the non- 
lethal weapons across the country. 

Tasers are already in use on the streets of 
Kent, but only by 80 specially trained firearms 
officers since they were introduced in October, 
2007. 

“In the vast majority of cases it has not been 
fired, because pointing the red dart at some¬ 
one’s chest with the threat of 10,000 volts has 
been enough to deter them from carrying out 
a violent attack on officers or members of the 
public,” Mr Fuller told a meeting of the Kent 
Police Authority (KPA) this week. 

“Their use has been very successful. They 
are an important tool for officers and prevent 
greater injuries that could occur if officers 
used other weapons available to them, such as 
metal asps, which cause more damage.” 

The force will apply for the funding before 
the end of the month, despite calls from the 
KPA for a debate about the wider use of 
Tasers and firearms, which will not take place 
until February next year. 

Mr Fuller was keen to increase the number 
of Tasers available in Kent after Home 
Secretary Jacqui Smith announced last month 
that 10,000 of the weapons would be made 
available for officers after a successful pilot 
programme. 

Statistics from the national trial showed 
that in 75 per cent of cases the weapon was 
drawn but not fired. In Kent, police have never 
stunned anyone with the weapon. And 


between January 1 and August 31, this year, 
Tasers have been drawn but not fired 13 
times, the county force’s statistics show. 

However, in response to Ms Smith’s 
announcement, the Metropolitan Police 
Authority said it would not immediately take 
up the offer because it has the “potential to 
cause fear and damage public confidence”. 

Mark Gilmartin, chief executive of the KPA, 
told Kent on Sunday after the meeting: “If 
there is a chance of extra Home Office funding, 


I understand why the Chief Constable would 
not want to miss the deadline for bidding, 
because if we do miss it we will have to fund 
this ourselves. Unfortunately, the authority 
will not meet again until February for a prop¬ 
er debate to take place on the wider use of 
Tasers. But Mr Fuller will consult and take on 
board the lead members’ opinions prior to sub¬ 
mitting that bid. 

“We obviously have a lot to discuss at far 
more length on the use of firearms and 


Tasers with all authority members present.” 

Tasers, which are shaped like handguns and 
cost about £750, fire barbed darts charged 
with 50,000 volts to stun and immobilise an 
attacker. The weapons are already widely used 
by police forces in North America. 

Amnesty International submitted a report to 
the US Justice Department last year raising 
concerns about the safety of using of electro¬ 
shock weapons in law enforcement and the 
potential for abuse. The human rights organi¬ 
sation investigated more than 290 deaths, 15 
of which were in Canada, following jolts from 
police Tasers since 2001. 

The death of a Polish immigrant at 
Vancouver airport in October after Mounties 
stunned him with Taser guns has prompted 
widespread debate about use of the weapons 
in Canada and the United States. 

A Kent Police spokeswoman said the 
weapons could be used in situations where an 
individual’s behavior was threatening towards 
another person or an officer. 

“That would be if a person was armed with a 
threatening weapon, but not a gun, or if they 
were threatening people. For instance, if they 
had a hold of someone around the neck. It 
would depend on the situation,” she said. 

At the moment, in Kent officers armed with 
Taser guns can only be deployed with the 
approval of an Assistant Chief Constable or 
the Chief Constable. 

Wednesday’s meeting also saw members of 
the KPA vote in favour of a pay increase of up 
to 45 per cent. Under the new scheme Anne 
Barnes, chairwoman of the authority, will see 
her allowance rise from £20,000 to £29,000. 

Mark Reckless, a Conservative on Medway 
Council, was one of four members to vote 
against the decision and has written to Mr 
Gilmartin insisting he should be paid at the 
old, lower rate. 

Cllr Reckless said: “This should be about 
public service and getting the police to do 
what the public want, so I won’t be taking the 
pay rise.”

Exchange rate making 
Garden of England rip e 
for foreign investment. 


THE pound may have sunk to a 
record low against the euro, but as 
sterling moves towards parity 
with the single currency the coun¬ 
ty could be set to benefit. 

Locate in Kent, the organisation that mar¬ 
kets the county to investors, has seen a recent 
increase in the number of French companies 
it has been dealing with. 

Mandy Beame, director of marketing and 
research, said it was too early to say whether 
the agency was dealing with more French 
companies because of the exchange rate 
swinging in their favour. 

But the euro trading at 89p by the end of 
this week, the falling pound, and Europeans 
getting more for their money, could all add to 
the list of reasons that Kent is attractive to 
foreign investment. 

“I can see Kent benefiting from it,” Ms 
Beame said. “We have to, as an agency, go out 
and promote all the advantages that Kent 
might have, whatever it might be. 

“If we can see positive things to offer, we do. 

“One of them is the onset of the new domes¬ 
tic rail services which makes us closer to 
London and is compelling to UK companies 
as well as those from French and Belgium.” 

French companies make up 15 per cent of 
investment in Kent and are second only to

the US at 34 per cent, according to Locate in 
Kent figures. 

During the financial year 2007-08 there 
were four French companies that successful¬ 
ly opened up shop in Kent, which was the 
highest amount since 2000-01 when five busi¬ 
nesses chose to invest in the county 

“It is getting higher and we certainly have 
been dealing with more of them [French com¬ 
panies],” Ms Beame said. 

Exchange 

“We are particularly courting those sorts of 
companies, from France and Belgium, 
because we think Kent deserves to have more 
foreign direct investment. This is because it 
tends to be bigger in terms of jobs and actual 
investment itself than that from local compa¬ 
nies or those from around the UK.” 

She said when the High Speed 1 domestic 
rail service becomes available in late 2009, 
companies would be able to take advantage of 
cheaper commercial property prices and 
employment costs in north Kent - and be 17 
minutes from central London. 

“We are trying to attract more companies 
because of our position in relation to London 
and the Continent and we believe we have a 


lot to offer French companies,” she said. 

Locate in Kent is directly going after the 
French and Belgium markets and has 
employed a company to work on its behalf to 
find leads. 

She said in the past most companies from 
France have moved to Kent to expand into 
new markets. 

“It can be down to economics which are not 
around exchange rates - such as the cost of 
employing staff not just pay, but social taxes,” 
Ms Beame added: “It is relatively easy doing 
business here than in France because 
employment laws make it harder. There is 
more overall flexibility here.” 

While French businesses appear keen to 
invest in Kent, an estate agent in the county 
was unsure whether the same would be true 
for the residential property market. 

A spokeswoman for Hobbs Parker Estate 
Agents in Ashford said: “It makes sound 
financial sense for them, but the French are 
not great buyers of property, they tend to rent. 

“However, we are poised and waiting 
because there a some very good deals to be 
had and not just because of the change in 
exchange rate, but because of what is hap¬ 
pening to the property market here.” 



Where the streets have their names 


THE Rolling Stones’ biggest hits will be 
forever remembered in the Kent town 
where its two lead members grew up. 

Singer Mick Jagger and guitarist Keith 
Richards attended the same primary 
school in Dartford, where the new Bridge 
Estate will have roads named after some of 
the legendary rock band’s best-known 
songs. 

Examples include Lady Jane Walk, Ruby 
Tuesday Drive and Satisfaction Street. 

The theme for the third phase of the £400 
million Bridge scheme was suggested by 
developer ProLogis, while council leader 
Jeremy Kite came up with the majority of 
the names. 

He said: “I came up with the idea because 
it’s great to give new housing areas a sense 
of history and residents are telling us they 
love the idea. 

“The Rolling Stones have made a big 


mark on the world and it’s great for us to 
recognise their roots.” 

A similar scheme in Liverpool saw street 
signs named after Beatles songs stolen, but 
Cllr Kite said he did not think the same 
thing would happen in Dartford. 

He said: “I think there is more chance of 
people coming to have their photographs 
taken there. 

“It’s not just about fun. It puts the place 
on the map and links to our heritage.” 

After leaving Wentworth Primary School, 
the paths of Jagger and Richards did not 
cross again until the two bumped into each 
other at a train station in 1960. 

Richards was attending Sidcup Art 
College in Bexley at the time, which also 
lists former Stones bassist and The Pretty 
Things member Dick Taylor among its 
former students. Taylor also grew up in 
Dartford.

ANIMATORS who helped piece 
together new blockbuster movie 
The Tale of Despereaux 
returned to Kent to teach uni¬ 
versity students tricks of the 
trade, writes Steve Knight. 

Harry Potter stars Emma Watson and 
Robbie Coltrane were among those who 
lent their voices to the upcoming Universal 
Studios Christmas hit, alongside Matthew 
Broderick, Christopher Lloyd, Dustin 
Hoffman and Sigourney Weaver. 

But while the Hollywood actors were 
busy learning their lines for the mouse- 
based movie, the real hard work was being 
carried out at Framestore’s animation and 
post-production base in Soho, London. 

Two of the firm’s animators, Liam Russell 
and Elwaleed Sulimann, studied at the 
University of Kent at Canterbury, and 
returned to work with masters students 
tackling degrees in computer animation 
and digital visual effects. 

Mr Russell, 24, said: “I owe quite a bit to 
the university because animation is a very 
difficult industry to break into. 

‘With the internship that was offered to 
Elwaleed and I, we were able to get jobs 
with Framestore and without that I think 
we would have found things a lot tougher. 

“It’s nice for us to be able to give some¬ 
thing back now, but it’s also important for 
us to let students know how much hard 
work they are in for and what the industry 
is like at the moment.” 

Both animators graduated last year and 
have since worked on video games as well 
as on the ITV1 science fiction hit Primeval. 



The Tale of Despereaux, which cost $100 
million to create and is due to be released 
in the UK on Friday, is the first feature film 
the duo have worked on. 

Mr Russell said: “I haven’t actually seen 
the finished product yet, but we’re going to 
have our own private screening in a few 
days. To be involved in such a big film is 
huge for us, especially as we came straight 
from university.” 

During their return to Kent, the anima¬ 
tors held an eight-hour workshop teaching 
students how to use professional tech¬ 
niques to produce a 3D storyboard. 

Course leader David Byers-Brown said: 
“This is what our masters courses are all 
about - bringing current feature produc¬ 
tion skills from the industry to our students 
in vivid and practical ways that will enable 
them to fit directly into the exciting profes¬ 
sional arena that 3D graphics for film, TV 
and games constitutes today.”

Fremlin Walk mall is 
up for sale at £94m 


FREMLIN Walk shopping mall in Maidstone 
is up for sale at £94 million as the high street 
feels the impact of the credit crunch. 

Owner Land Securities has put one of the 
county’s top shopping destinations on the 
market to raise cash to finance projects else¬ 
where. 

It says a number of interested parties have 
inquired about buying the mall, which 
attracts up to 150,000 customers a week. 

The 350,000 sq ft Fremlin Walk opened in 
March, 2005, and its flagship store is House 
of Fraser. It also has HMV, Boots, H&M, and 
La Senza, as well as coffee shops and a large 
car park. 

A Land Securities official said: ‘We own the 
site and have been involved with it even 
prior to its opening more than three years 


ago. But we have decided it is the right time 
to put it on the market. 

We feel the money raised by this sale 
could be spent more effectively elsewhere.” 

The mall, along with the rest of Maidstone, 
has recorded an increased number of visitors 
in recent months, compared with last year. 

However, that has not been reflected in 
increased sales, according to the business 
community. 

Town centre manager Bill Moss said: “This 
really is a sign of the times. But Fremlin 
Walk should fetch a high price and be a valu¬ 
able asset to whoever decides to buy it. 

“It is a prime attraction in the biggest 
retail town in the county.” 

Land Securities also owns Westwood Cross 
in Thanet and Whiteftiars at Canterbury.

THE UK division of Eurostar 
has dismissed media reports it 
could be sold to German firm 
Deutsche Bahn (DB) as “com¬ 
plete speculation”. 

The British government owns 33 per cent 
of the cross-Channel rail operator, with the 
remaining shares split between the state 
railways of France (62 per cent) and 
Belgium (five per cent). 

Reports that DB is interested in buying 
the UK’s stock first appeared on Friday, but 
Eurostar says the story is likely to be the 
first of many over the coming months. 

Spokeswoman Lesley Retallack said: “It 
is common knowledge the Government 
wants to restructure [Eurostar UK’s par¬ 
ent company] London and Continental 
Railways, which will involve splitting down 
its components and going through the 
process of finding new owners. The 
Government has confirmed this is going to 
happen, but there is no timeframe and no 
discussions about ownership. 

“The story in The Times [which raised a 
potential sale to DB] is without any foun¬ 
dation whatsoever.” 

From 2010, train companies will have the 
right to run services across the European 
Union without needing special agreements 
with member states. 

Mrs Retallack said: “These types of sto¬ 
ries are going to keep emerging over the 
coming months. As far as Eurostar is con¬ 
cerned, we know we are a very attractive 
business and there will be a lot of third- 
party interest in us.” 

Mrs Retallack declined to comment on 
claims in The Times that DB feels Eurostar 
is being run “very inefficiently” due to its 
mixed ownership structure.

The German firm’s objective is to 
“become the world’s leading passenger and 
logistics company”, and already operates 
high-speed services to 80 foreign cities in 
co-operation with state-owned railways in 
France, Belgium, Denmark, the 
Netherlands, Switzerland and Austria. 

Eurostar’s services have been hit by the 
Channel Tunnel fire in September, with 
repairs not due to be completed until mid- 
February at the earliest. 

However, the firm said about 90 per cent 
of its trains were still arriving on time. 

A DB spokesman admitted the company 
was monitoring opportunities for growth in 
foreign markets. 

He added: “Eurostar, like many others, is 
an attractive company in a very interesting 
market. Yet at this stage it is too early to 
speak about concrete plans.” 

Meanwhile, a new high-speed train that 
will be used to transport spectators to the 
2012 Olympic Games made its first jour¬ 
ney into London on Friday. 

The Japanese-built 'javelin’ travelled 
from Ashford to St Pancras in just 37 min¬ 


utes - shaving 46 minutes off the usual jour¬ 
ney time. 

Among those on board were transport min¬ 
ister Lord Adonis and representatives from 
the Ashford’s Future group. 

Twenty-nine of the trains will come into 
service on domestic routes in December next 
year.

GILLINGHAM FC stand to gain at least 
£300,000 from their FA Cup clash with 
Aston Villa next month, according to the 
club’s chief executive Mark Jones, writes 
David Pritchard. 

Mark Stimson’s side upset the odds with a 
2-1 victory at Stockport County on Tuesday 
night to set up an eagerly anticipated game 
against the high-flying Premiership side 
next month. 

The win netted the League Two club 
£30,000 in prize money, but the real boost is 
the £160,000 the Gills will receive for the 
game to be shown five on television. 

With advertising hoardings plus a bumper 
crowd at Priestfield, the cash boost is wel¬ 
come for a club which announced losses of 
£1.6 million last week. 

Jones said: “The tie is probably worth 
about £300,000. It’s big money and, more 
importantly, it’s unbudgeted. We weren’t 
expecting to get to the third round.” 

The tie will be the first visit by a top-flight 
side to Priestfield for three seasons. The club 
have been inundated with enquiries and 
have postponed their Christmas party until 
January to cope with demand. 

Gills announced ticket prices for the 
game this week, with most fans facing a 15 
per cent rise in costs compared with nor¬ 
mal league games. Adults will be charged

£22, but Jones defended the decision. 

He said: “We had to price the tickets at a 
range we thought was appropriate and the 
game gives us an opportunity to generate 
more funds.

After more than 2,000 complaints to 
Trading Standards and thousands of disap¬ 
pointed and angry parents, Lapland New 
Forest closed down last week. 

Lapland West Midlands failed to open on 
Saturday and families expecting huskies, 
snow and an ice rink found only empty mar¬ 
quees and a muddy field. 

Despite the two ventures dragging the 
Lapland brand through the slush, Mr Battle 
said it had not deterred visitors from his 
attraction near Bewl Water. 

“Remarkably, we have just sold more tick¬ 
ets and also we had the public say they were 
very pleased that they had picked the right 
Lapland UK,” he said. 

Mr Battle set-up the “theatrical experi-

ence” last year as a greener and cheaper 
alternative to flying to Lapland enabling 
families to enjoy a festive day out and lock in 
the carbon from the flight. 

“These guys have cynically tried to take 
the idea and it appears they have been mis¬ 
leading the public and have been found out,” 
he said. 

“But the concept of a theatrical Lapland 
experience in the UK is alive and well in Kent. 

“The subject matter is very important to 


people. Parents hand over their children’s 
belief in Father Christmas to us and that is 
a very precious thing.” 

A day out at Lapland UK includes a per¬ 
sonalised invitation from Father Christmas 
for each child, ice skating and the chance to 
eat like superstar rapper Jay-Z as the meals 
are cooked by the chefs who prepared the 
VIP food at this year’s Glastonbury. 

Children also get the chance to help the 
elves in the toy factory who are working on 
Stevenson Brothers Rocking Horses - the 
same makers that supply the Queen and 
the Sultan of Brunei, Mr Battle said. 

‘We travelled extensively to do research 
about the culture of the indigenous people of 
Lapland, the Samis, so that we represent 
them as authentically as possible. 

“I feel we have a responsibility to do it very 
well,” Mr Battle said. 

“It is very much a theatrical experience 
with the toy factory and gingerbread house 
and it is educational with the culture aspect. 

“It is magical travelling from one world to 
another - it is all about attention to detail.” 

The father-of-four and his wife, who is a 
primary school teacher, together created the 
experience they would want to give their 
own children. 

Asked if he was angry about last week’s 
Lapland fiasco, he added: “I don’t think they 
have ruined it and we have got a strong 
enough company to come through this.

“But it is disappointing in society when 
someone has a nice idea and someone mis¬ 
represents it. 

“I have not been but I saw the photographs 
and the idea of Father Christmas’ home 
being in a marquee - it’s very disappointing. 

“It would be laughable but the sad thing is 
there are all these children caught in the 
middle of it.”

JOANNA Lumley has con¬ 
demned threats to deport 
the family of a Kent-based 
Gurkha soldier killed in 
Afghanistan last month. 

The Absolutely Fabulous actress is 
backing a national campaign to 
secure equal rights for the Nepalese 
warriors and said it was “unthink¬ 
able” that the wife and children of a 
war hero should have to worry about 
being asked to leave their home. 

Colour Sergeant Krishnabahadur 
Dura, of the 2nd Battalion, Royal 
Gurkha Rifles, based at Shomcliffe 
Barracks, Folkestone, died last 
month in the Musa Qala district of 
Helmand Province when the vehicle 
he was in struck a roadside bomb. 

Now his widow, Uma, and the cou¬ 
ple’s two young daughters face depor¬ 
tation. 

Speaking exclusively to KOS 
Media, Ms Lumley said: “This man 
lost his life fighting in the British 
Army. He is yet another example of 
the magnificent service the 
Gurkhas have given to us 
over generations. It is 
unthinkable that his family 
should have to worry about 
whether they will be allowed 
to stay in Britain. I am calling 
on the Government to end the 
uncertainty and announce 
their right to live with us immediate¬ 
ly. Our country owes this brave sol¬ 
dier and his family a debt of honour.” 

C/Sgt Dura, 36, came from the 
Lamjung district of Nepal and enlist¬ 
ed in 1992. He was quickly promoted 
through the ranks and then selected 
for the Gurkha Reinforcement

Company with the 2nd Battalion, the 
Parachute Regiment. He served with 
distinction before joining the Royal 
Gurkha Rifles in 1997. 

An experienced senior non-com¬ 
missioned officer, C/Sgt Dura had 
tours in Bosnia, East Timor, Sierra 
Leone and was on his third tour to 


Afghanistan. He was promoted to 
colour sergeant last year and singled 
out for selection to form the battal¬ 
ion’s sniper platoon. 

C/Sgt Dura’s wife and children live 
in Canterbury MP Julian Brazier’s 
constituency and the Tory politician 
has also given his backing for them 
to be allowed to stay in the UK. 

He said: “I am appalled and out¬ 
raged that anyone could think it fair 
or humane even to think of treating 
the family of a fallen hero this way. 

“Krishna Dura made the ultimate 
sacrifice on behalf of this country and 
his dependants should be treated in 
a fair and honourable manner. 

“His wife has long been settled here 
and both his children were bom here. 

“This is their home and I urge the 
Government to treat their case with 
compassion and humanity. I have 
written to the Home Office, urging 
that they should be allowed to stay.”

Postgate’s legacy will 
‘never be far away’

BAGPUSS creator Oliver 
Postgate’s legacy will continue 
“forever”, according to the woman 
who appeared as the little girl at 
the start of each episode of the 
classic children’s programme. 

Mock Victorian images of Emily Firmin 
when she was six-years-old provided the 
memorable opening credits to Bagpuss. 

She was made famous in the introduction 
voiced by Postgate, who, it was confirmed 
this week, has died at a nursing home near 
his house in Broadstairs, aged 83. 

In the voiceover, Postgate said: “Once upon a 
time, not so long ago, there was a little girl and 
her name was Emily, and she had a shop.” 

At the start of each episode, Emily brought 
her “saggy old cloth cat” to life by placing a 
mysterious object before him. 

She was given the role by Postgate and her 
artist and puppeteer father, Peter Firmin, 
when they made the children’s series in an 
old cow shed at the Firmin family home in 
Blean, near Canterbury. 

Speaking to KOS Media this week, Emily, 
now 43, said Postgate had been a “lovely, 
lovely person” who had helped her embark 
on her own artistic career. 

She said the common sight of Bagpuss 
soft toys - some of which even feature the 
recorded sound of Postgate’s voice - meant

his memory would never be far away. 

“He’s everywhere,” she said. “I think he 
will go on forever.” 

Invented in 1974, Bagpuss topped a BBC 
poll of the nation’s favourite children’s TV 
series in 1999. Postgate and Peter Firmin 
also made the Clangers (1969 and 1971), 
Ivor the Engine (1959 and 1975) and Noggin 
the Nog (1959-65). 

“Personally I’m grateful for my dad meet¬ 
ing Oliver because together they created 
some of the best children’s programmes 
ever,” said Emily. 

“People were hugely influenced by Oliver 


and my father. If it wasn’t for them we 
wouldn’t have some of the great animations 
we have now.” 

The frilly Victorian dress worn by Emily in 
the sepia photo sequence was made by her 
mother, Joan, and the window of the ‘shop’ 
that was the home of Bagpuss was in the 
family’s dining room. 

In return for agreeing to be filmed, Emily 
was rewarded with a bag of sweets. 

She said Postgate influenced her decision 
to study animation and to eventually 
become an artist. Emily and her boyfriend 
Justin Mitchell run papier-mache art busi¬ 
ness Total Pap in Whitstable. 

“I particularly remember when I got into 
college he was so congratulatory and it was 
an honour to do well,” said Emily. “He was a 
really lovely, lovely person - and he still is.” 

In an interview with Kent on Sunday’s 
Review magazine in 2003, Postgate 
explained the thinking behind his and 
Firmin’s TV creations. 

“We didn’t set out to include an academic 
agenda, to educate as well as entertain, we 
just happened to entertain and it happened 
to educate as well,” he said. 

“What is important about the films is not 
how extraordinary they are, but how ordi¬ 
nary they are. The Clangers, for instance, is 
a soap of an ordinary family and their life 
who happen to live on a small, blue moon. 

“Ivor the Engine is a perfectly normal 
Welsh railway engine. 

“The only difference we made was that he 
wanted to sing in the choir.”

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Murderous 
rapist tries 
to overturn 
conviction 


THE man who abducted, raped 
and murdered missing schoolgirl 
Vicky Hamilton is to appeal 
against his conviction, writes 
Steve Knight 

Peter Tobin, 62, from Margate, is also look¬ 
ing to overturn the 30-year prison term hand¬ 
ed to him at Dundee High Court last week. 

The sentence passed by Judge Lord Emslie 
is one of the highest ever imposed in 
Scotland. 

Unless Tobin is successful with his appeal 
it is likely he will die in prison, as he suffers 
from ill health and is already serving 21 
years for the 2006 murder of Polish student 
Angelika Kluk. 

His defence team is not required to state the 
exact grounds of the appeal until a later date. 

Fifteen-year-old Vicky was snatched on a 
snowy Sunday after¬ 
noon in February, 

1991, as she was 
looking for a bus to 
take her to her home 
in Bathgate, West 
Lothian. 

Tobin took her to 
his house in Margate 
where he launched 
his vicious attack 
before wrapping her 
remains in bags. 

He then kept her 
body hidden for 
about five weeks 
before moving to a new home in the town, 
where he buried her in the garden. 

Police finally discovered Vicky’s remains in 
November last year. 

Tobin’s former neighbour David Martin, who 
still lives next door to the house where Vicky’s 
remains were discovered, said he was stunned 
when he discovered what Tobin was capable of. 

He told the BBC: “I looked over the fence 
one day and saw him digging this massive 
hole in the garden. 

“I asked, ‘What are you doing Pete? Are you

going for Australia?’ He said, ‘No I’m digging 
a sand pit for the lad, somewhere for him to 
play.” 

Two days later he noticed the area had 
been filled in again. 

Mr Martin said: “I asked, What happened 
to your sand pit Pete, didn’t it work out?’ 

“He said a social worker advised him not to 
have it because he said it was dangerous. I’d 
never heard that one before, but I didn’t 
think too much about it at the time.” 

News of Tobin’s appeal against his convic¬ 
tion and sentence is sure to come as a blow to 
Vickys family, who said after the sentencing 
that they were looking forward to getting on 
with their lives. 

Younger sister Lyndsay Brown said after 
the conviction: ‘We are hoping we can now 
move on as a family and start to remember 
Vicky as the loving sister she was before she 
was cruelly taken from us.”

A night at the opera 


PUPILS have been given the 
chance to perform a new piece of 
choral theatre work on the main 
stage at the Royal Opera House, 

writes Jenna Pudelek. 

Children from seven Kent primary 
schools are taking part in the project and 
200 youngsters enjoyed a trip to the iconic 
venue, in London’s Covent Garden, this 
week to watch a matinee performance of 
Hansel and Gretel. 

They also rehearsed for their own March 
2009 performance of On The Rim Of The 
World, a work composed specially for 
young singers. Kevin Rainey, the education 
manager at the Royal Opera House, is run¬ 
ning the project, called Voices of the 
Future. 

He said: “It is very much opening up the 
children to singing and opera as something 
they can enjoy. Music is not always an 
option for people because it is seen as elit¬ 
ist or something they cannot take part in. 

“We want to get over that barrier and dis¬ 
pel a few myths.” 

Although the project is running nation¬ 
wide, only children from Kent are being 
given the opportunity to perform at the 
world-famous opera house. 


Mr Rainey said: “We have had fantastic 
links with schools in Kent for a long time. 

“When the main stage became available 
for education work, we thought, 'Which 
area do we have a strong relationship 
with?’ And that is very much Kent.” 

The children taking part are aged 
between eight and 11 and as well as rais¬ 
ing standards in schools, the project is 
about giving individuals self-confidence. 

Mr Rainey said: “Singing really brings 
them out of themselves and helps with col¬ 
laborating and sharing ideas.” 

Tina Higgins, a teacher at All Souls’ 
Primary in Folkestone, one of the schools 
taking part, said the children had a fantas¬ 
tic time watching Hansel and Gretel. 

“They adored it,” she said. “Even though 
it was in German and two horns long, they 
sat completely rapt throughout.” 

Mr Rainey said: 'We have been using 
whole classes of children and have not been 
picking the best singers. Everyone has to 
get involved. It is about inclusion - no-one 
is left out.” 

Other primary schools taking part 
include Craylands Community, 
Swanscombe; Knockhall Community, 
Greenhithe; St Eanswythe’s, Folkestone;

Our new African twin?

AN AMBITIOUS campaign 
has been launched to twin 
the county with a small 
fishing village in Sierra 
Leone called Kent. 

Towns across the county are 
already twinned, such as Ramsgate 
and Chimay in Belgium, Canterbury 
with Rheims, France, and Tunbridge 
Wells with Wiesbaden in Germany. 

Such partnerships were encour¬ 
aged after World War Two to bring 
Europeans closer together. 

But campaigners believe the time 
is right to bring the UK closer to 
African nations, many of which have 
been tom apart by recent conflicts 
such as the devastating civil war in 
Sierra Leone from 1991-2002. 

The village of Kent is in the south 
west of the country on a peninsula 
that juts out into the Atlantic Ocean 
near the capital Freetown. There are 
around 1,000 residents and the peo¬ 
ple mainly earn their living from 
fishing. 

Josie Renner, who was bom there 
and now lives in Gravesend, is an 
organiser of the twinning campaign. 

He said: “Both communities will 
learn a lot from each other and the 
development of a closer tie would be 
beneficial for both communities.” 

Eamshaw Palmer, a former Liberal 
Democrat councillor who lives in 
Essex, is originally from Freetown 
and got involved with the campaign 



LINK: Twinning organisers, from left, Earnshaw Palmer, Josie Renner and 
Lib Dem James Willis 


because he believes it would be good 
for his home country, which remains 
one of the poorest in the world. 

“We have had several military 
coups in Sierrra Leone. The last 
caused devastation of the infrastruc¬ 
ture, which we are trying to recover 
from,” he said. “This is in contrast 
with the abundance of mineral 
wealth such as gold and diamonds. 
Post civil war many multinational 
companies were running to Sierra 
Leone to grab resources at knock¬ 
down prices.” 

Kent has two primary schools, a 
few restaurants and shops, a recent¬ 
ly opened nursery, a post office, police 
station, library and medical centre, 
which means it has the potential to 
be a thriving community. 

Last year KOS readers donated a 
tonne of books to the village. 

Mr Palmer said the village was 
surrounded by miles of golden beach¬ 
es, which could prove attractive to 
visitors. 


KOS Media spoke to the village 
leader, Tunde Savage, who welcomed 
the aims of the twinning to establish 
cultural, economic, educational and 
social finks between the two con¬ 
trasting places. 

“I believe it will lead to opportuni¬ 
ties for promoting understanding 
and partnership between two com¬ 
munities with similar names in dif¬ 
ferent parts of the world,” he said. 

Kent County Council appeared 
supportive of the idea. 

Cllr Alex King, deputy leader of 
KCC, said: “We would be interested 
in discussing the suggestion of twin¬ 
ning with Sierra Leone to investigate 
the benefits to the county from such 
a partnership.” 

Tim Garbutt founder of Sincerity 
Agency, a green and ethical market¬ 
ing agency based in Canterbury, said 
twinning partnerships with African 
countries would help the country 
towards meeting UN targets for 
fighting poverty.

Fairbridge provides support and life¬

fered mental or physical abuse. The charity 
received a grant of £1,500 to provide coun¬ 
selling sessions for 50 young people. 

Kent Goldilocks Fainily Association, which 
is based at Medway Maritime Hospital, works 
with children up to the age of five with severe 
physical, mental and sensory disabilities. 

Help a Kent Child contributed £2,000 to 
buy specially adapted toys and play equip¬ 
ment which are expensive, but vital for the 
youngsters’ development.

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Missing captain is £4 million extra 
discovered dead for regeneration 


THE man behind the Sheppey aviation 
centenary celebrations planned for next year 
has been found dead in the grounds of his 
home with serious head injuries. 

But police say they are not treating the 
death of Captain John Carter as “suspicious”. 

The 69-year-old had been reported missing 
after leaving his Warden Point home on 
Monday afternoon - when he told a family 
member he was setting out for a walk. 

When he failed to return police were alerted 
and a search involving the Sheemess lifeboat, 
Sheppey Coastguard and a rescue helicopter 
from RAF Wattisham, Suffolk, took place. 

The planned anniversary event is to com¬ 
memorate July, 1909, when flying pioneers 
Short Brothers established Shellbeach 
Aerodrome on nearby marshland to accom¬ 
modate six Wright Flyer biplanes. 

Capt Carter was confident 10,000 people 
would come to the Sky Sheppey event to 
mark the 100th anniversary of the first flight 
by a Briton. He leaves behind wife Kathleen, 
and son Robin. 


ASHFORD’S growth plans have been given a 
£4 million boost by the Government.

At Kent Highway Services, we know that road safety is vitally 
important and the team that delivers road safety programmes 
has now been rewarded for its achievements. 

They have just been highly commended by the Prince Michael 
of Kent International Road Safety Awards, which recognise the 
most outstanding examples of road safety. The team received 
an award for its programme of education, training and publicity, 
which meant 471 fewer people were killed or seriously injured, 
in 2007, on roads that Kent Highway Services look after. 

In fact, the programme has been so successful that we’ve 
met the Government’s target of a 40% reduction in the 
number of people killed or seriously injured on Kent’s roads 
three years earlier than the 2010 deadline. 


Travel by bus and 
get Christmas all 
wrapped up 


If you usually drive to your nearest town to do 
the Christmas shopping, you’ve probably already 
found yourself queuing for car parks and it won’t 
get any better in the run up to Christmas! 

So why not take the bus instead? A full Monday to 
Friday service will operate on most bus services in 
Kent, right up to Christmas Eve, although some 
routes may finish earlier than usual on the 24th. 

If you’re planning to use the bus during the 
week between Christmas and New Year the 
following services will operate: 

Dec 25 - No services 

Dec 26 - No services except on some Transport 
for London routes which operate in Kent

However, this award doesn’t mean that we’ll be resting on 
our laurels - we’re committed to keep reducing the number 
of people killed or seriously injured on the county’s roads.

Those activities include driver education courses such as 
the Speed Awareness Scheme, pedestrian training for 
younger primary school children, cyclist training for year 6 
pupils and young driver education. 

We’ll keep working hard to make sure that Kent’s 
roads are safer for everyone! 


Kent Highway Services looks after 5,000 miles of 
existing roads in Kent, but sometimes we need to 
build a new road to reduce congestion through a 
town or village, provide access to a new development 
or change an existing site to improve road safety. 
Building a new road sounds simple, but there’s 
actually a detailed process involved. Once a new road 
has been agreed and programmed, we have 
to look at a range of things to make sure that 
everything is properly assessed and accounted for in 
the final design. A really important part of this is 
consulting with all the interested parties. In some 
cases a public enquiry may even be required. 

We need to carry out survey work too before we can 
determine the alignment of a new road. We look at 
the nature of the subsoil and the layout of the existing 
ground, and we assess the impact of a new road on 
the environment. It is also important to review the 
past history of a site, specifically archaeology. 

The final design of a new road will also consider the 
speed of future traffic and the amount of traffic 
expected to use it. 

With all this, it’s not surprising that new roads can 
sometimes take years to prepare before construction 
begins, but this planning means that when new roads 
are needed, they are in the right place and have 
minimum impact on the environment. Good design 
also helps reduce the cost of future maintenance.

Eurosceotic party leader Faraae attacks ‘anti-foreigners’

THE leader of the UK 
Independence Party (Ukip) has 
blasted the “anti-foreigners” who 
oppose Marta Andreasen’s can¬ 
didacy for European Parliament. 

Last week KOS Media exclusively 
revealed how Mrs Andreasen - the Spanish 
former chief accountant of the European 
Commission - planned to run as an MEP 
for the South East in next year’s elections. 

The story prompted an angry response 
from readers who claimed she was ineligi¬ 
ble to do so as she was not a UK resident. 

However, Ukip leader Nigel Farage, who 
lives in Westerham, said those who oppose 
Mrs Andreasen’s nomination are simply 
trying to hamper the party’s progress. 

He told KOS Media: “I would be quite sur¬ 
prised if those who contacted you were 
actually Ukip members. 

“There is certainly considerable evidence 
that some people are masquerading as 
members and trying to make as many neg¬ 
ative comments as they can. 

“I may not be Albert Einstein but I’m not 
about to go breaking electoral law by allow¬ 
ing somebody who is ineligible to stand to 
do just that. 

“It is entirely legal for Marta to be a can¬ 
didate. She has taken up a residence in this 
country and she will be on the electoral roll 
by the time the elections come around. 

‘Pernickety’ 

“Those people who oppose her are simply 
being pernickety because they are anti¬ 
foreigners. 

“Don’t forget that I am the number one 
candidate for the South East and Marta is 
the number two. We have an open voting 
process and she was some way ahead of the 
others.” 

Mrs Andreasen was fired from the EC in 
2005 for raising concerns about the poten¬ 
tial for fraud in the European Union. She is 
now Ukip’s treasurer. 

She told KOS Media that her inside 
knowledge made her the perfect candidate 
to represent the people of Kent and the 
South East. 

Mr Farage said he had total confidence in 
Mrs Andreasen’s ability to become an MEP, 
even if there were others who did not. 

He said: “I’ve seen some of the comments 
made in internet chat rooms and on blog 
sites, and they’ve been made chiefly by anti¬ 
foreigners. 

“Generally, people in the party think 
Marta is absolutely fantastic. Some people 
think it strange that there’s a Spaniard 
running for the UK Independence Party. 

“But it’s not just people in Britain who 
want out of the European Union. Our 
neighbours in other countries feel the same 
way, too. I will unashamedly work with 
Eurosceptics across the Continent.”

A CAMEO appearance by a 
Maidstone muscleman forms part 
of Hollywood star Mickey Rourke’s 
big comeback after years in the 
movie wilderness.

Rourke became a star in the mid-1980s 
thanks mainly to his performance along¬ 
side Kim Basinger in the erotic thriller 9 
1/2 Weeks, but he soon gained a reputation 
for being difficult backstage. 

He also starred in cult hits including Diner, 
Rumblefish, Angel Heart and Barfly. 

But following a series of poor career 
choices, which saw him turn down major 
parts in The Untouchables, Rain Man, 
Beverley Hills Cop, The Silence of the 
Lambs, Pulp Fiction, Highlander, Platoon 
and more, Rourke fell off the movie map 
altogether.

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HISTORICAL collections from 
two of Kent’s stately homes have 
been passed into public owner¬ 
ship for the first time, writes 
Steve Knight 

Artefacts from Sissinghurst Castle, near 
Maidstone, and Scotney Castle, near 
Tunbridge Wells, were donated by their 
owners to the National Trust in place of 
inheritance tax that is payable every 
time family heirlooms are passed down a 
generation. 

Included in the collections are the con¬ 
tents of the Tudor tower at Sissinghurst, 
which include much of the work of the late 
poet and resident Vita Sackville-West. 

Furniture at the Scotney Castle home of 
the distinguished architectural historian 
Christopher Hussey has also been donated, 
as well as paintings and other decorative 
objects. 

More than £15 million worth of 
artefacts have been passed into pub¬ 
lic ownership through the 
Acceptance in Lieu scheme, which is 
administered by the Museums, 
Libraries and Archives Council 
(MLA) on behalf of the Government. 

A report containing information 
on each object and collection was 
published on Thursday. 

Culture minister Barbara Follett 
said: ‘This report just goes to show 
how many treasures have been saved 
for the British public as a result of the 
Acceptance in Lieu scheme. 

“Whether it be furniture, a paint¬ 
ing or a historical document, these 
aspects of our heritage have been 
preserved for the nation and will 
give many visitors pleasure and 
insight into their history, which 
would otherwise have been lost.” 

The Kent artefacts form part of 32 
separate transfers completed this 
year totalling £15.2m, writing off 
£10.3m of tax.

said: “Alongside other partners, 
including Arts Council England and

Conference, the MLA encourages 
and celebrates the habit and joy of 
private giving for the public good.

Two watercolours by the 19th cen¬ 
tury painter JMW Turner are also 
included, as is a draft version of a 
document declaring Napoleon an 
outlaw prior to the Battle of 
Waterloo.

A CHARITY based in Kent has 
urged people thinking of 
splashing out on new comput¬ 
ers this Christmas to donate 
their unwanted laptops and 
PCs to schoolchildren in Africa. 

Africa has the lowest ratio of computers 
to people in the world and most residents 
and organisations cannot afford them - 
meaning only the wealthy have access to 
IT equipment and training. 

Computers 4 Africa, based in 
Maidstone, has been running appeals for 
used PCs, laptops and other IT equip¬ 
ment across the UK since 2006 and has 
shipped around 3,400 items to schools 
and community projects in Africa. 

Avril Mhundura, a spokesman for the 
charity who is originally from Zimbabwe, 
said if people in Kent were thinking of 
buying replacement computers for their 
families this Christmas their unwanted 
equipment would be of great benefit to 
schools and families in Africa.

The charity’s work has mainly centred on 
Tanzanian schools but computers have also 
been sent to Kenya, Zimbabwe and Senegal. 

Miss Dziruni added: “We want to reverse 
the trend of only rich people accessing comput¬ 
ers and give poor people the opportunity to 
learn.” 

Donated computers collected through appeals 
across the UK are taken back to the charity’s 
base where they are checked and the memories 
are wiped using a special software programme 
called E band. 

Mr Mhundura said the charity was currently 
hoping it would be able to send computers to 


more African countries and he was currently 
checking out a contact in Gambia to see if they 
were legitimate. 

“We have to ensure the computers reach the 
schoolchildren and that they are properly recy¬ 
cled,” he added. 

The long-term aim of the charity is to improve 
African economies by providing education in 
information and communication technology to 
as many African students as possible. 

KOS Media readers can donate computers by 
dropping them off at the charity’s Maidstone 
headquarters, or if there are more than five 
items a pick-up service is offered.

“There are so many upgrades and new 
technology being developed and becom¬ 
ing available all the time in the UK,” he 
said. “Sometimes people change their 
equipment every two years but the sys¬ 
tems will still be good enough to be used 
in Africa.” 

The charity ships the donated comput¬ 
ers to a training college in Dar es 
Salaam, the commercial capital of 
Tanzania. 

Students use them as a learning 
resource - checking they are still work¬ 
ing after shipping and installing operat¬ 
ing systems before they are re-distrib- 
uted to schools. 

Donating computers to the charity also 
helps the environment: once the equip¬ 
ment reaches the end of its working life 
in Africa it is stripped down into basic 
components and the materials are recy¬ 
cled to make new products. 

It also stops dumped PCs and laptops 
going to landfill sites where toxic chemi¬ 
cals can leak out into the ground, he 
said. 

Faith Dziruni, 24, who works as a vol¬ 
unteer at the charity, is also from 
Zimbabwe and said she never had access 
to a computer while growing up. 

“It is usually only the very rich who 
have access to them. Most people have 
never seen a computer,” she said. “It is so 
important for people to gain these skills, 
especially in the isolated villages. 

“Many people cannot afford the money 
for further education but if you have IT 
skills you can use them to get good jobs. 

“It is such a privilege to be able to send 
computers out to Africa.”

When two towns go to war

AS THE Armistice Treaty came 
into effect at 11am on November 
11, 1918, church bells began to 
ring and fireworks filled the skies 
as Britain celebrated the official 
end of the Great War. 

However, in Folkestone thousands of 
troops grew impatient 
that it was taking so long 
to be demobbed, while oth¬ 
ers were reluctant to 
return overseas and by- 
January, 1919, a full-scale 
mutiny was under way. 

This little-known 
episode and others from 
the home front are 
explored in a new book, 

Dover and Folkestone 
During the Great War, by 
husband and wife team 
Michael and Christine 
George. 

Mr George, who lives in Folkestone, said 
there was real concern that a revolution 
akin to the one then taking place in Russia 
was about to start in Britain as tensions 
grew in the aftermath of the conflict. 

“The situation became really serious. Earl 
Haig [Army commander on the Western 
Front] was saying Arrest the ringleaders 
and shoot them’, but Prime Minister Lloyd 
George resolved the situation by offering 
concessions to the soldiers,” he said. 

The author, who works as a solicitor and 
Crown prosecutor, has a keen interest in the 
history of the Kent and has presented a

mini-series on BBC radio and 
worked on Channel 4’s Time 
Team. 

“Both towns were very much 
on the frontline,” he said. 
“Throughout history they have 
been in competition - over 
cross-Channel travel and other 
things - then the Great War 
started and they had to work together. 

“A lot of troops, millions, travelled from 
England to France from Folkestone and 
Royal Navy ships were based in Dover. The 
book is centred on what life was like in the 
towns and how they changed.” 

The book opens at the beginning of the 
Edwardian period, with a picture of the 
Germany’s Kaiser Wilhelm II, Queen 
Victoria’s grandson, being welcomed to 
Shomcliffe Camp, near Sandgate, in 1902. 

Mr George said: “At the end of the 
Victorian era, they were very genteel seaside 
towns where people could take the air and 
enjoy trips to France. 


“Then all of a sudden, practically 
overnight, that all changed and they became 
dirty, muddy Army camps. 

“Neither town has fully recovered from the 
outbreak of war, which marked the end of 
the heyday for Folkestone and Dover.” 

People in Folkestone became particularly 
wary about German spies, especially after a 
poster campaign warning against loose 
talk and telling them to look out for signs of 
espionage. 

Mr George said: “There is a terrific story 
about a well-known lady who lived in east 
Folkestone and was always causing trouble. 

“She assaulted a man she accused of intel¬ 
ligence-gathering for the Germans. She 
claimed to have seen him drawing pictures 
and releasing carrier pigeons with secret 
messages.” 

The man was a perfectly innocent travel¬ 
ling salesman with a German-sounding 
name. 

“Anyone with an accent or foreign-sound¬ 
ing name was under suspicion and a lot of 


people used this to settle old scores. It is 
interesting that against the background of 
all this paranoia, Folkestone was a major 
spy centre,” he said. 

Folkestone was the centre of Military 
Intelligence, later to become MI5, during the 
Great War. Among those recruited was 
Louise de Bettignies, who arrived in the 
town in 1914. She was from a noble French 
family and bravely agreed to act as an agent 
under the name Alice Dubois. 

She was sent to France to set up a network 
of spies and arrange escape routes for Allied 
prisoners. 

But she was caught and died of tuberculo¬ 
sis while serving a life sentence. 

Mr George said: “Our research sources 
were wide and varied to try to give a real feel 
for what it was like at the time.”

Jail for sword man 

A MAN who threatened youths with a 
Samurai sword before pushing one of them 
into a wall has been jailed for 18 months. 

Andrew Vousden, 43, from Bexley, confront¬ 
ed the five teenagers at about 11pm on 
Saturday, February 23, claiming they had 
harassed his wife earlier in the night. 

After threatening them with the 12-inch 
blade he pushed one of them into a low wall, 
rupturing the 17-year-old’s spleen. The 
youngster later required life-saving surgery. 

Vousden, who is unemployed, pleaded 
guilty to charges of unlawful wounding and 
possession of a Samurai sword. 

The court heard how the youngsters, all 
aged between 17 and 18, had bought food 
at a kebab shop in Erith and were stand¬ 
ing at a nearby bus stop when Vousden 
pulled up in a people-carrier. 

He fled following the attack, but was 
arrested just over a week later. 

Vousden was sentenced to 18 months for 
unlawful wounding and six months for posses¬ 
sion of a bladed article, to run simultaneously.

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Port holds key to economy 

Freight movement to signal recovery, savs expert

AN ECONOMIST has uncovered 
what he claims to be strong evi¬ 
dence that there is a link between 
freight movement levels through 
Dover’s port and the overall health 
of the UK economy. 

Alexander Jan, director of business econom¬ 
ics and strategy at international design and 
engineering consultancy Scott Wilson, even 
says anyone looking for signs of economic 
recovery would do well to track these freight 
movements. 

Research 

However, correlations such as this must be 
treated carefully and research must be done 
to rule out any other influence before they are 
accepted as direct proofs. 

Mr Jan said: “For every £1 billion increase in 
the UK’s annual GDP, Britain’s busiest ro-ro 
(roll-on, roll-off) freight port handles an addi¬ 
tional 900 inbound lorries. 

“Since 1996, GDP has grown by 90.9 per cent 
- an average of 1.3 per cent a year. Over the 
same period, inbound freight increased by 115.6 
per cent - averaging 1.6 per cent a year.” 

The Port of Dover handles as many as 
10,000 HGVs a day - bringing food, clothing, 
components and manufactured goods into the 
UK and taking UK exports to mainland 
Europe and beyond. 

Bob Goldfield, chief executive of the Port of 
Dover, has maintained for years the port acts 


as an accurate economic gauge: “For the first 
two months of this year, freight volumes 
continued to increase. 

“However, clear signs of an economic down¬ 
turn - even recession - can be seen starting 
to take effect from March, and by June this 
year, when freight movements were down by 
3.6 per cent over the same period last year. 

‘This is exactly the time that governor of the 
Bank of England, Mervyn King, now concedes 
that the UK economy stopped growing.” 

The Port of Dover is currently has a £420 
million expansion programme, which 
includes development of a second ferry termi¬ 
nal with four ferry berths within the harbour. 

An environmental impact study is due for 
completion by the end of the year. The Board 
anticipates beginning the formal planning 
consent process early next year. 

However, freight movements through Dover 
form only one part of the economic jigsaw. 

For example, large container ships are 
seen daily on the River Thames, and an 
increase in traffic through any particular 
port may be as a result of better facilities, or 
a decrease might be due to many factors. 

The most famous ‘correlation’ for econo¬ 
mists is the so-called Phillips Curve - 
named after AW Phillips who developed the 
idea in the UK in 1958 - which is a curve 
apparently showing a relationship between 
the unemployment rate and the annual rate 
of increase in the price level (inflation). 

It’s good in theory, but many economists 
say that unemployment’s influence is only a 
small portion of a much larger inflation pic¬ 
ture that includes prices of raw materials, 
intermediate goods, cost of raising capital, 
worker productivity, land, and other factors.

We thank the council and the peo¬ 
ple of Canterbury for all their sup¬ 
port. It does make a difference.” 

The soldiers had a four-week 
break on returning from 
Afghanistan and will have three 
weeks off over Christmas.

Now he is proving customer service isn’t 
rocket science and Paul continues to chal¬ 
lenge the traditional methods of the wheel 
and tyre logistics industry. 

He founded his business in 1977 after bor¬ 
rowing just £100: “Like a lot of kids, I dreamed 
of an exotic career,” he said. “But instead, was 
told by my dad not to be silly, and get to work 
helping him running his tyre retreading busi¬ 
ness. After my father sold out, the new compa¬ 
ny had a fire, and I was made redundant, so 
at 20 years old I bought a beat up old van - it 
was always breaking down -1 then borrowed 
£50,000 from a finance company, (equivalent 
of £500,000 now) and started my own tyre 
repair and retreading company.” 

From those humble beginnings, he has 
built a tyre business centred on four sites - 
Ashford, Aylesford (Maidstone), Dartford 
and Crawley - able to reach across the 
South East from East Anglia to Hampshire. 

The company has two brands and faces so 
its 26-strong fleet of immaculately presented 
Mercedes Sprinter vans have AutoKwik’ on 
one side and ‘Commercial Tyres’ on the other. 

The latter looks after 80 per cent of the 
company business and offers, as the name 
suggests, a total solution to tyre manage¬ 
ment for commercial vehicles, from vans to 
monster earthmoving and quarrying trucks. 

“We have just upgraded our ability to han¬ 
dle the biggest heavy plant vehicles by buy¬ 
ing a 26-tonne truck with a 38-tonne crane,” 
said Paul, who has underlined the awesome 
capability of this monster with a person¬ 
alised plate: TYR1E. 

This newcomer also typifies the ‘can do’ 
attitude of Paul’s company, which has grown 
in defiance of big name nationwide rivals by 
accepting no compromises. 

It was his exasperation at how a ‘fast-fit’ 
outlet handled the fitting of a new tyre to his 
own car that inspired Autokwik as a con¬ 
sumer partner for Commercial Tyres: 

“I thought TIow come Michael Schumacher 
has his tyres changed in seconds, while I have 
to wait hours? There has to be a better way.” 
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“Customer service is not rocket science,” says Paul Kuske, whose business now boasts an impressive fleet of vehicles

So he set up stand-alone Autokwik wheel 
tyre operations at his depots, offering the 
extra creature comforts that car, 4x4 and 
independent van drivers demand, as well as 
add-ons such as servicing and MOT tests - 
with annual reminders - replacement bat¬ 
teries and shock absorbers as well as the 
option of mobile tyre services. 

“It would be easier to grow the business by 
contracting out work,” said Paul, “but the 
sub-contractor does not always give cus¬ 
tomer service the priority that we do”. 

“We might not always be the cheapest, but 
we pride ourselves on speed, efficiency, relia¬ 


bility and satisfaction. Consequently, we have 
little staff or customer turnover. In some ways, 
I wish some commercial customers were lured 
away by promises of a better deal, because I 
can be confident they will come back.” 

One of the company’s major customer 
pleasers was its ‘total tyre management’ solu¬ 
tion in which operators pay a regular fee and 
Commercial Tyres reta in s the ownership - 
and headache - of managing the wheels and 
tyres, any punctures, retreading or regroov¬ 
ing and can also help the operator better 
manage ever-increasing fuel overheads. 

“Some people in this industry think it is 


slow to change, “ argues Paul. “But we have 
grown by looking for better ways to do 
things and tyre technology has an increas¬ 
ing effect on commercial vehicle operation. 

“The operator of a large truck has probably 
seen his fuel costs jump from £40,000 to 
£60,000 a year in recent times. If our tyres can 
save 10 per cent or more of that and our 
prompt service avoids lengthy downtime, then 
we can make a dramatic effect on that truck’s 
profitability - multiply that across a fleet and 
we are talking about a huge amount. 

“And we will keep driving to do more,” he 
pledged.

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T he Wildlife Heritage Foundation 
based at Marley Farm in 
Smarden near Ashford is home to 
around 30 endangered wild cats. 

These include 10 tigers, six leopards 
and three lions as wells as pumas, 
cheetahs and a serval. 

It is part of a European wide pro¬ 
gramme to protect rare and endan¬ 
gered species and to provide finan¬ 
cial support for field conservation 
projects which assist these magnifi¬ 
cent animals and the habitats they 
live in. 

Apart from normal charity fund 
raising, WHF runs three special ‘cat 
experiences’. 

The Wild Enigma Photographic 
Safaris bring together photographers 
of all experience levels and allows 
them to get close to the cats offering 
some of the best opportunities for 
wildlife pictures in the UK. 

A ranger day enables visitors to 
work alongside the animals caring for 
them and feeding them and just 
spending some time with them. 

A big cat encounter is a one-on-one 
tour of the site with a chance to meet 
the cats and learn about their needs 
both in the collection and out in the 
wild. 

It even includes the chance to hand 
feed some of the animals and has 
grown in recent years because of its 
partnership with Virgin Experience 
Days - which sells its adventures in 
many UK retail outlets. 

This year was an important one for 
the charity as it has seen the birth of 
Sumatran tiger cubs - a species that 
is down to about 200 in the wild. 

The two male cubs will eventually 
be moved to other centres in order to 
build an insurance policy against 
the day the species becomes extinct - 
which it unfortunately will if 
the island jungle habitat they live in 
is destroyed as looks increasingly 
likely. 

The WHF has a whole ethos when it 
comes to customers - to ensure all vis¬ 
itors are made to feel they are special 
and all visits are based around max¬ 
imising the pleasure gained from 
experiencing the animals at close 
quarters. 

The centre is open Friday through to 
Sunday from November to February 
and every day of the rest of the year 
except Monday to pre-booked individ¬ 
uals and groups.

The new campus in Medway will have 
state-of-the-art training facilities in a wide 
range of subject areas, including: construc¬ 
tion, engineering, hair and beauty, animal 
care, performing arts, and health care.

On track for a

L YDDEN Hill Race Circuit has over the 
years established itself as one of the 
county’s leading venues. 

Situated just a few miles north of the Port 
of Dover and close to Canterbury it has 
proved an excellent attraction for competi¬ 
tors and spectators throughout Europe and 
the UK. 

A favourite with many competitiors in 
many genres of motorsport, Lydden is also a 
favourite spectator attraction offering views 
covering the majority of the circuit regard¬ 
less of viewpoint, courtesy of its natural 
ampitheatre bowl. 

Lydden Hill Race Circuit plays host to 
many major events such as the MSA British 
Rallycross Championship, the BHP 
Performance Show and motorcycle racing. 

It is also now the host to round one of the 
prestigious FIA European Rallycross 
Championship in 2009, which is expected to 
attract more than 30,000 spectators. 

The track was founded by the late Bill 
Chesson and the Astra Motor Club in 1955. 

They promoted stock-car racing and 
grass-track racing for motorcycles, and it 
wasn’t until 1965, when asphalt was laid for 
the circuit that it started hosting car racing 
up to Formula 3. 


On February 4, 1967. the sport of 
Rallycross was born at Lydden. 

Combining tarmac and non-tarmac ele¬ 
ments, the inaugural race was won by Vic 
Elford in a Porsche 911. 

Between 1973 and 1996 Lydden Circuit 
saw a total of 23 rounds for the 
Embassy/ERA European Rallycross 
Championships and FIA European 
Championships for Rallycross Drivers, all 
organised by the Thames Estuary 


Automobile Club (TEAC). 

To this day, Lydden, as the so-called TIome 
of Rallycross’, still holds British Rallycross 
Championship racing, especially with its 
Easter Monday meeting. 

For the 40th anniversary event in 2007, 
8,000 people packed into Lydden, which 
is currently the spectator record for the 
circuit. 

From 2008 the new leaseholder of the cir¬ 
cuit, for at least five years, is former MSA 


British Rallycross Champion (2002 and 
2005) and FIA European Rallycross 
Championship runner-up (1992) Pat Doran. 

Pat, an Englishman of Irish origin from 
Thorverton in Devon, alongside daughter 
and managing director of the company, 
Amy, has spent more than half a million 
pounds on the venue. They include improve¬ 
ments to the circuit and its facilities.

MP’s fears for 
friends after 
terror attacks

TERRORIST atrocities in Mumbai 
left a Kent MP fearing for the 
lives of friends he thought may 
have been staying in the city’s 
worst-hit areas. 

Derek Wyatt sits on the inter¬ 
national advisory board of one 
of Bollywood’s leading film 
schools, Whistling Woods, and 
feared some of his colleagues 
may have been caught up in 
the attacks, which claimed 181 
lives last month. 

The Sittingbourne and 
Sheppey Labour MP said: “A lot 
of us rang each other to check 
we were alright, but of course 
everybody else was doing the 
same thing so it was very diffi- 
cult to get through. Thankfully CONCERN: Derek Wyatt 
everyone was OK. 

“I stayed at the Taj Hotel for a UK Trade and 
Investment awards ceremony in 2005 and it 
was awful to hear about the damage caused to 
it by the terrorists. I also shook the hand of its 
manager, who was killed in the attacks. 

“It was an obvious target for them because 
its guests are a 50/50 split of foreigners and 
Indians, but it was a wonderful hotel and I 
hope they rebuild it.” 


The terror attacks began in Mumbai on the 
morning of November 26 when militants 
hijacked a number of locations throughout 
the city, including a railway station, cafe and 
hospital. 

Police and security forces regained control of 
all the sites within three days but the atroci¬ 
ties have since caused concern among people 
travelling to the country. 

However, Mr Wyatt did not let the attacks 
stop him from flying to India on Tuesday in his 
role as the Government’s head 
of India-UK relations for high¬ 
er education in information 
technology. 

Speaking before leaving the 
UK, Mr Wyatt said: “I’m travel¬ 
ling with 15 university profes¬ 
sors to Hyderabad and I’m 
guessing the security will be 
stricter than usual. 

“I’ve been assured we will be 
OK but you can’t live your life 
being worried that something 
terrible will happen. We had a 
bomb go off on the tube in 


London, but I still used it the next day. 

During the three-day visit to Hyderabad, Mr 
Wyatt and his team met with experts in the 
field of artificial intelligence. 

All the members of the England crick¬ 
et team also returned to India this week 
to play two Test matches.

No way to treat 
a hero’s family 

THOSE who fought for Britain during 
both world wars are, quite rightly, looked 
upon with a great deal of respect. 

So why is it that Gurkhas who also give 
their lives for this country do not seem to 
warrant similar treatment? 

Colour Sergeant Krishna Dura was one 
of the British Army’s best snipers and his 
death in Afghanistan last month was a 
real tragedy. But none have mourned as 
much as this brave soldier’s wife and 
children, who now have to worry about 
being deported. 

As Gurkha rights campaigner Joanna 
Lumley says, the Government should tell 
C/Sgt Dura’s family they can stay in the 
UK in recognition of his ultimate sacrifice. 

It is simply not right that his family can 
now be thrown out of the country after 
more than a decade. 

Shock of the new 

KENT Police’s enthusiasm for the Home 
Secretary’s offer of funding for more Taser 
stun guns is a worrying development. 

While it is understandable that officers 
want the weapons in order to protect 
themselves and the public, we do not want 
to end up with a situation where they are 
as widespread as in North America. 

They are hailed as a non-lethal alterna¬ 
tive, but a 50,000-volt shock is a weapon 
that should only be made available to 
specially trained firearms officers. 

We need a debate about the wider use of 
Tasers and it is regrettable that this could 
not happen before the force applies for 
funding to increase the number of these 
frightening weapons on Kent’s streets.

Fate worse than debt 

TONY PATEY traces the fuse of 

the economic timebomb that 

has now exploded in our faces 
back to the beatification of the

IT WAS rocket science - 
and it lit a long-running 
fuse to the biggest eco¬ 
nomic timebomb in UK 
history. 

Time: mid-1990s. Place: City of 
London. Slickers of all kinds were 
on the rampage and you could 
even take courses on how to 
develop fancy money-making 
‘instruments’ which were so sharp 
you could cut yourself on them. 
The courses, advertised in all the 
big magazines and via emails, 
offered the chance to make mil¬ 
lions by slicing and cutting, sell¬ 
ing on, buying back, selling short, 
selling long, all at breakneck 
speed. 

These so-called derivatives 
were so complicated that tutors 
recommended you had at least a 
first degree in mathematics and 
preferably physics (I kid you not). 
The courses also cost thousands. 

The newspaper I was working 
on at the time as an economics 
correspondent, The European, 
refused to let me go on one 
because it would cost so much, 
even though I wanted to do a fea¬ 
ture. The fancy footwork was all 
about making money out 
of money. Usually loans and com¬ 
plicated share and foreign 
exchange deals, and eventually 
mortgages, and then ... even sub¬ 
prime mortgages. 

Now you’ll probably get my 
drift. How the hell did UK banks 
get mixed up with home loans to 
poor Americans who had no 
means of paying them back? The 


roots are there in the mid-90s. 
There were warning bells. In fact, 
there was one so loud it should 
have deafened us. A little matter 
of the most ancient and venerable 
merchant bank in the City, 
Barings. A whippersnapper from 
Watford, Nick Leeson, who had 
worked his way up through the 
bank to being one of its star deal¬ 
ers - called derivatives traders - 
had gone missing from his Far 
East job in early 1995. 

He’d left a note saying, “I’m 
sorry” on his desk. He was finally 
arrested in Germany, but had 
clocked up losses which eventual¬ 
ly reached £827 million, twice the 
bank’s available trading capital. 
Barings went bust, all because of 
one employee. 

Immediately there should have 
been a crackdown. There would 
have been cries of woe from 
traders that the free market was 
being compromised and that 
financial markets should be self- 
regulating. Perhaps it was a 
measure of how strongly the free 
market idea was held after its 
beatification under Margaret 


Thatcher. Or perhaps it was 
because her Conservative succes¬ 
sor, John Major, was still in charge 
that nothing was done. 

Ex-Chancellor Mr Major, I’m 
sure, was intelligent enough to 
see what needed to be done, but 
he obviously had other pressures 
to consider. It doesn’t detract from 
the fact that it should have been 
done and we’ve paid the price. 
Labour leader Tony Blair did 
nothing, either, when he came to 
power. 

The signal was quite clear: carry 
on with the rocket science. 

Once banks started down the 
easy-come, easy-go path, like all 
gamblers, they became greedy. 
Warning bells sounded just a 
decade after Barings. Even the 
International Monetary Fund, not 
known for its altruistic tenden¬ 
cies, rang a few. It said the UK, 
and later the US, housing mar¬ 
kets were too heavily mortgaged 
and there was too much domestic 
debt. The bubble would soon 
burst. Again, no-one listened. 

About two years ago, when 
newspapers were running stories 


that UK personal debt had topped 
a trillion pounds for the first time 
- and, hey, shouldn’t we be wor¬ 
ried about this, folks? - banks 
were encouraging people to bor¬ 
row even more. 

At the time, I stood in a building 
society queue which was slowly 
getting longer. All the cubicles 
were operating, but every time a 
customer finished the assistant 
asked if they wanted a loan for a 
new car or something else. 
Obviously everyone was having a 
think about that. It was the bank 
offering, after all, so it must be 
okay. 

When it came to my turn - fum¬ 
ing after a long wait - I said: 
“Don’t you think it’s a bit irre¬ 
sponsible? You should be urging 
people to pay off debt.” 

That caused a stir. Assistants 
craned to look, people in the 
queue waited to see what was 
going to happen. The assistant 
said nothing and I walked (all 
right, chickened) out. Perhaps I 
should have taken a chance and 
got myself arrested - the first 
martyr of the credit crunch.

WE WERE disappointed by your feature 
about local television coverage of Charlton 
Athletic (November 30) as it fails to recog¬ 
nise the depth of our support and commit¬ 
ment outside London. 

You claim few would dispute that 
Addicks fans are outnumbered by support¬ 
ers of the Big Four in Kent and that other 
London clubs are arguably equally well 
supported in the county.

And why 
should East Sussex viewers be any more 
interested in Gillingham than Charlton, 
when we have thousands of supporters in 
that county too? It is a geographical fact 
that we are the local Football League team 
in Dartford and the surrounding area. 

The point you completely miss, however, 


is that Charlton are active in Kent itself. 

Apart from our matchday coach service 
with over 50 pick-ups across the county, 
our community trust works in formal part¬ 
nership with KCC, Kent Police, Kent Fire 
and Rescue, Kent schools and the Kent 
districts to deliver social inclusion, educa¬ 
tion and other community programmes to 
well over 10,000 people a week. 

We stage a series of summer events to 
engage youngsters across the county and 
we provide football coaching courses 
around Kent, including free beach soccer 
in August on the Thanet coast. 

Finally, of course, we have excellent busi¬ 
ness connections in Kent, including a 
strong commercial relationship with KOS 
Media, which sees you advertise at The 
Valley and make regular use of our hospi¬ 
tality facilities. 

In other words, our Kent profile is very 
different from that of other London clubs, 
let alone United and Liverpool, and the TV 
companies evidently understand that - 
even if your reporters aren’t aware of it.

Buzzing with concern 

YOUR report on the endangered honey bee 
is very worrying. Equally worrying is the 
situation of other species of bee. 

There were more than 300 species of bee 
in Britain and they are all now endangered. 

I noticed a collapse in the population of 
bumble bees and solitary bees after the wet 
winter of 2000. They were probably 
drowned while hibernating underground. 
They have not yet recovered. 

One factor in the decline of bees is the 
indiscriminate use of poisons in agriculture 
and horticulture. Obsessive tidiness in gar¬ 
dens destroys nesting sites as does the con¬ 
creting over of lawns and gardens. 

There needs to be a greater control over 
the use of pesticides. The present proposals 
by the EU are a move in the right direction. 

Leaving rough areas in gardens will help 
provide nesting sites. It is possible to pro¬ 
vide nest boxes for bumble bees and solitary 
bees. Many garden centres sell them and 
they are quite easy to make. 

Growing flowers to provide food for bees 
throughout the year will also help. 

Most species of bee are now so scarce that 
they are in serious danger from inbreeding. 

It will be a long time before they recover.

Bee afraid, very afraid 

YOUR, story suggesting that honey and 
fruit production will be hit by declining bee 
numbers merely scratches the surface of the 
threat posed by the loss of bees. 

While one-third of food of is directly pro¬ 
duced from food pollinated by insects, the 
knock-on effects of the devastation of bee 
colonies will impact most land-based food 
production in the long term. 

Scientists have dubbed the honey bee the 


most invaluable species on the planet, yet 
there seems to be little concern about the 
rapidly declining numbers. 

Of course, it is not just the bees that are 
declining. Extinction and decline over the 
past few decades has been at a rate not 
known since the disappearance of the 
dinosaurs, with the World Wildlife Fund’s 
Living Planet Index showing a 30 per cent 
drop in biodiversity since 1970 and attribut¬ 
ing this to human actions. 

These include C02 in the atmosphere, 
chopping down rainforests to provide land 
for meat production, building roads and 
spraying pesticides. All contribute to a fight 
against nature that, sadly, we seem to be 
winning. 

Individuals and governments need to 
become wise to the world around us, the 
natural world that ultimately feeds and 
clothes us. We have to work with the living 
world rather than against it. We are, after 
all, part of it.

A FORMER mental health patient 
has launched her own business after 
discovering the training opportuni¬ 
ties available to her in Kent. 

Louise Jessup, 50, from Aldington near 
Ashford, spent 25 years on benefits before 
she turned her life around and set up the cre¬ 
ative textile company Bumble Designs. 

She puts her recovery down to a mixture of 
the correct diagnosis of her illness and joining 
the Enterprise Gateway Service’s Go Ahead 
project, which is geared towards women 
thinking of launching their own businesses. 

Miss Jessup said: “My problems began 
within three years of starting work. I was a 
physiotherapist at Ashford hospital but lost 
that career at 25 and it looked as if I might 
never work again. 

“For 25 years I was reliant on benefits, and 
at one point I was detained for six months 
under the Mental Health Act. The journey 
out has been quite miraculous.” 

Following a successful spell of medication and

counselling, Miss Jessup put her name down 
for an IT course at South Kent College and was 
named student of the year for 2004-05. 

She returned to employment with Tesco 
and gradually increased her hours and 
responsibilities while at the same time train¬ 
ing with the Go Ahead service. 

Miss Jessup said of the course: “We were 
taken through all the aspects of running your 
own business, while different workshops 
gave us excellent practical help. 


“Go Ahead built my confidence and self¬ 
esteem to the point where I was able to 
launch Bumble Designs. 

“It was a positive project and all of the 
women who took part, even those who 
chose to continue in their existing careers, 
benefited from the workshops.” 

Miss Jessup’s return to form has proved so 
inspirational that she was short-listed by the 
disability organisation Radar to be one of its 
people of the year. 

However, the overall winner announced at 
a ceremony in London earlier this month 
was City banker Jonathan Naess, who also 
battled against mental illness before found¬ 
ing the charity Stand to Reason. 

Miss Jessup said: “It was a fantastic 
evening and I’m delighted Jonathan’s win 
will help put the spotlight on mental illness 
because it is too often a Cinderella problem 
and one that is sadly overlooked.”

SMART proved the safety of its 
city two-seater in graphic style by 
making a TV advert showing the 
car swatted by a demolition site 
wrecking ball. 

Toyota has yet to announce such desperate 
measures to promote its new IQ baby car, but 
is only too aware that buyers need reassurance 
about crash protection on the tiniest models. 

However, we can rest assured the world’s 
number one car brand will have given this 
more than a passing thought after investing so 
much intelligence - and justifying the IQ’s 
title - in the newcomer, due in January. 

Safety features include ABS and braking 
aids plus stability and traction control, 
while the small but robust bodywork is 
designed to disperse impact forces away from 
the passenger cell. 

By way of insurance though, this car also 
has 360-degree interior protection with nine 
airbags as standard, including the world’s first 
rear window curtain shield airbag.

Perhaps with perfection in mind, Toyota 
designers have also sculpted this potential city 
star to reduce risk of injury to pedestrians. 

Toyota claims to have created ‘six degrees of 
innovation’ to build what is (just about) a four¬ 
seater within three metres and just a few cen¬ 
timetres longer than the previous favourite for 
compact packaging, the Smart (2,695mm). 

‘Six degrees’ amounts to pretty much a re¬ 
design of how cars are made, with the main 
innovations being re-arranged seating, a mid¬ 
ships underfoor fuel tank, compacting the 
heater/air con by 20 per cent - after all, the car 
is smaller - and shrinking the engine com¬ 
partment by re-locating the steering mecha¬ 
nism and differential. 

Most noticeable, though, are the staggered 
front seats allowed by the smaller engine com¬ 
partment, though still no easy task due to col¬ 
lision and safety requirements. 

As a result, the front passenger sits slightly 
forward of the driver, allowing an adult pas¬ 


senger to then sit behind, while the rear seat 
behind the driver is really only suitable for a 
child - the IQ is at best ‘3+1’. 

Before dismissing it as a city car though, 
most buyers need to recognise this layout could 
actually meet their every need, with the seat 
behind the driver mostly serving as the boot. 

Already tipped for cult status, Toyota is also 
pitching it slightly upmarket, from £9,495 
with a high standard spec: 15-inch alloys, 
heated/electricalfy adjustable door mirrors, air 
con and six-speaker sound system with MP3 
player/auxiliary socket, plus a full complement 
of driver aids including vehicle stability and 
traction controls. 

There will also be the custom packs now 
expected on trendy small cars, but the big bonus 
is how buyers start saving money immediately 
through the miserly 1.0-litre petrol engine aver¬ 
aging well over 60mpg, while C02 emissions of 
99g/km make it exempt from road tax.

GET REAL 
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Jaguar’s sophisti-cat just purrs

'MODEST’ really is the only way 
to describe the Jaguar X-Type’s 
cosmetic upgrade. 

With such a distinctive shape it would have 
been a foolish person who dared to do more. 

That’s no criticism, mind. Jaguar’s smallest 
model is, essentially, a concentration of what 
the brand is all about, and you don’t make dra¬ 
matic changes overnight - if ever. 

The compact executive market is fiercely 
competitive, but it’s also populated by numer¬ 
ous clinically designed cars. 

The X-Type does much to redress that bal¬ 
ance with curves and nods to traditionally 
styled Jaguars from the past. 

And in a bid to maintain the car’s standing 
in the marketplace, Jaguar has opted for a 
considered refresh of its entry level model. 
Most noticeable is the car’s new front bumper 
and grille - a more prominent affair and one 
that mirrors that of the revised flagship XJ. 

The subtle theme continues inside, with the 
detailed changes amounting to an altogether 
more polished cabin experience. 

It’s the same cosy environment X-Type fans 
will be familiar with, and is an ambience height¬ 
ened by the liberal use of leather and wood in 
the luxury Sovereign model tested here. 

There is more to this revised X-Type than 
nice chairs and some wood though. 

Being sensible for a moment, the rise in pop¬ 
ularity of diesel power in this sector has led to 
everyone upping their game and the winning 
combination is diesel auto, so the refreshed 
X-Type line-up also brings a 2.2-litre diesel 
and optional six-speed auto gearbox. 

Granted, there’s been a diesel option for a

while, but the self-shifting element has been 
lacking. Now it’s here, and it’s good to report 
that it works well. 

So well, in fact, that you might not want to 
go back to something with three pedals again. 

Ordinarily this feature wouldn’t register 
that high on the approval scale, but an auto 
gearbox is a must for that silky smooth expe¬ 
rience for which Jaguar is famous. 

The combination of the engine’s 152bhp and, 
crucially, its 2701b/ft of torque contribute 
greatly to the smooth gearshifts you experi¬ 
ence at all speeds. 

Around town the motor and Tdox never feel 
anything but perfectly in sync with each other, 
while on the motorway the ability to cruise at

a hushed pace yet kick down and overtake 
with ease always impresses. 

In between those two states, the engine is 
supremely flexible and responsive when 
tasked with carrying you across twisty B- 
roads, and with the ability to change gear 
yourself the experience can be as involving as 
you like. 

Back in the real world, owners and fleet man¬ 
agers will also like this particular X-Type 
because of its sensible economy and C02 rating. 

Posting 41mpg and 184g/km respectively, 
these are pretty respectable numbers consid¬ 
ering this is the auto variant. 

If you wish to offset those numbers with 
some luxury, the Sovereign version delivers

climate control, alloy wheels, parking sensors, 
split-fold rear seats, a full compliment of 
airbags plus leather seats, an impressive 
audio unit and a touch screen sat-nav. 

Teutonic refinement has its place, but the 
X-Type shows how luxury should be done.

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R-word transforms style 
icon into a thrifty option 


AS soon as the ‘R-word’ was uttered 
this year, ‘D’ replaced ‘S’ as the top 
consonant at Mini dealerships. 

For the practical virtues of the Mini Cooper 
D, or diesel, are far better suited to the onset of 
recession than the scorching power of the 
Cooper S performance flagship. 

The point was confirmed by Juliet Foreman, 
sales manager of Broad Oak Mini of Ashford 
and Canterbury. 

She said: “Over the past few months, we 
have seen Cooper D sales grow to 50 per cent 
of total Mini hatchback sales while most 
Clubman (estate) sales are diesel. 

“And the first thing customers talk about 
now is running costs rather than the huge 
combination of colours and accessories we can 
supply - they are still important, of course, 
but keeping costs down is the priority for our 
customers now.” 

It helps that the Mini’s established strength 
as a style icon has always been ably backed up 
by cost-cutting benefits: most models qualify 
for a maximum road tax of no more than £145 
a year, depreciation is glacial - the Cooper D is 
officially the UK’s slowest on that front - and 
BMW/Mini’s unparalleled five-year/50,000- 
mile TLC servicing package. 

The new Mark II range also gained BMW’s 
EfficientDynamics (ED) package, created to 
fight global warming but now in the frontline 
for drivers fighting the recession. 

ED brings a smooth stop-start system that 
kills the engine at the lights or in slow moving

traffic and then quickly re-starts it when the 
clutch is depressed and a gear selected. 

Any potential drain on the battery is avoid¬ 
ed because the car’s electrics are kept fully 
supplied by energy recovered from braking, 
which allows the alternator to stay offline 
rather than sapping engine power. 

No wonder then that the greenest Mini 
model - the Cooper D we borrowed from 
Broad Oak - is capable of averaging more 
than 70mpg and its low emissions (104gm/km 


of C02) incur road tax of just £35 a year. 

In fact, don’t rule out BMW tweaking the car’s 
llObhp 1.6-litre turbodiesel unit to take it 
below the Government’s lOOgm/km benchmark 
and making it completely exempt from tax. 

The big question is though: does opting for 
the ‘Recession Special’ diesel take all the fun 
out of what has been the number one style 
icon during the boom years before the goo hit 
the fan? Definitely not. 

The diesel sounds a bit gruff when cold, but 
soon warms up and delivers lots of pulling 
power - 0-62mph in under 10 seconds is 
respectable - to make the Mini D just as much 
fun as its petrol counterparts. 

Handling matches the high standards that 
have enabled both generations of BMW Mini 


to deliver driving style to match their looks. 

The interior is, of course, untouched by the 
choice of engine: big trademark centre-mount¬ 
ed speedo - there is a digital repeater dead 
ahead of the driver on the rev counter - flick 
switches above and below and oodles of classy 
retro chic. 

I’ve said it before that I wanted to hate the 
reborn Mini for its upmarket take on the 
styling of the everyman 1960s original and 
also loathed the ‘Mini adventure’ marketing, 
but I have been won over bit by bit with every 
drive of every model.

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Carter’s 10-point plan 
to counter recession 


A WIDE-ranging 10-point plan 
aimed at pumping extra energy 
into Kent’s beleaguered business 
community has been launched by 
county council leader Paul Carter. 

As a new year looms with the prospect of a 
recession, Cllr Carter unveiled measures such 
as KCC paying businesses what they are owed 
more quickly, making it easier for firms to bid 
for contracts; plus a new business information 
and action centre. 

At a business breakfast in Maidstone, held 
in conjunction with Kent Invicta Chamber of 
Commerce on Wednesday, he told delegates 
from about 100 firms and organisations: “I am 
determined we will support Kent businesses 
as far as is possible through this recession. 

“As chairman of the county’s Public Sector 
Board, I will be encouraging other public sec¬ 
tor agencies to do likewise. I want to ensure 
there are as many Kent jobs created for Kent 
people as possible. 

“KCC is one of the biggest employers in the 
county and spends 40 per cent of its budget on 
goods and services - more than £320 million 
every year - with small and medium-sized 
Kent businesses. 

“For example, a Kent firm, R Durtnell and 
Sons, will build the Turner Contemporary 
gallery in Margate, creating employment 
opportunities and a focal point for regenera¬ 
tion in Thanet. And the £600m Building 
Schools for the Future programme is already 
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being delivered in large part by Kent archi¬ 
tects and builders, alongside their commit¬ 
ment to 400 local apprenticeships. 

“I want to do even more and make it easier 
for local firms to access contracts like these 
and take advantage of others in the region 
such as the construction of Olympics sites. 

‘We will also aim to pay our suppliers quick¬ 
er and help businesses to access grant aid.” 

KCC has come under sustained criticism 
from some private sector firms for its commer¬ 
cial services activities. 

Some companies claim that they have been 
unfairly undercut for KCC contracts by 
County Hall’s own arms-length companies. 
Cllr Carter’s 10-point plan is: 

• Speed up the payment of invoices from 30 
days to 20. In some cases this is down to seven 
days already. 

• Drive forward KCC’s capital programme of 
£850m over the next two years to provide more 
employment opportunities for Kent firms. 

• Establish what is called Kent Property 
Enterprise Fund 2, placing KCC’s vacant 
unsold property assets into a fund to be 
worked up into joint venture developments 
with the private sector. 

• Expand KCC’s approved list of contractors. 

• Streamline KCC’s contracts to make it easi¬ 
er for small and medium-sized firms to apply 


for council contracts and open up and raise 
awareness of tendering opportunities in and 
outside Kent. 

• Provide a Kent Business Support Centre on 
KCC’s website and through a team of advisers 
to improve access to council procurement and 
support. This should be going live next month. 

• Support and signpost businesses to grant 
aid available through regional, national and 
European channels. 

• Lobby Government for a reduction and 
removal of unnecessary regulation and 
bureaucracy. 

• Encourage and facilitate consortia of Kent 
businesses to compete for larger public sector 
contracts outside of Kent. 

• Review Kent’s marketing and promote the 
county’s USPs - unique selling points. 

Afterwards, Cllr Carter told KOS Media he 
would be meeting Thames Gateway minister 
Margaret Beckett next month to talk about 
housing issues and will be pushing for more 
flexibility in planning guidance. 

“There has to be some relaxation on house¬ 
builders. At the moment you’d have to be bark¬ 
ing mad to build new homes when there are no 
mortgage funds available. 

“And there’s got to be a reality check on some 
of the requirements placed upon house¬ 
builders. We need to be more flexible to 
encourage and stimulate the industry.” 

He also said that the county’s economic 
regeneration strategy would be published next 
month.

‘With the popularity of marriage at an all- 
time low, it’s no surprise that money worries 
don’t make it any easier for them to over¬ 
come difficulties in their relationship.” 

Ms Blenkinsop, 45, who is a trustee for 
East Kent Relate and a member of East 
Kent Collaborative Law - a group of family 
law solicitors who offer a ‘collaborative’ 
process to clients - said husbands looking 
for a way out of an unhappy marriage might 
take the opportunity during a recession. 

This is when the value of their assets and 
their income capacity were more modest. 

Wives should resist the temptation to 
agree to a capital sum in lieu of ongoing 
maintenance,” Ms Blenkinsop said. 

“A capital sum based on a husband’s earn¬ 
ing capacity won’t be increased in better 
financial times whereas maintenance, even 
if set at a fairly meagre level, can be.”

This coincides 
with figures released last month, 
which predicted that job losses in 
the South East may rise to 6.3 per 
cent in 2010. 

Almost a third of inquiries to 
the Acas helpline in November 
were on redundancy, lay-offs and 
business transfers - a rise of 12 
per cent since May. The website 
also received a sharp rise in peo¬ 
ple viewing guidance on redun¬ 
dancy issues, with more than 
15,000 visits a week in November 
compared with 4,000 in May - a 
jump of nearly 300 per cent. 

Inquiries to the helpline have 
shown that employers are most 


likely to ask about their legal 
responsibilities, consultation peri¬ 
ods and how to decide which 
employees to make redundant. 

Common inquiries from 
employees include asking about 
their own notice period and 
redundancy pay levels. 

Paul Beard, regional director for 
Acas South East, said: “Involving 
employees and seeking advice 
and opinions from those with a 
wide range of perspectives can 
and has saved businesses and 
jobs. 

“Business managers are often 
surprised by the lengths employ¬ 
ees will go to help their employers 
survive and protect their future 
employment during a crisis.”

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Formation of a 
new league to 
be discussed 
at county level 


THE Kent League will hold a meeting 
with clubs from across the county next 
month in an attempt to comprehensive¬ 
ly gauge the level of interest for a new 
division. 

The move was prompted after talks 
with the Kent County League last 
month failed to reach an agreement, all 
but ending hopes the new tier would be 
introduced in time for next season. 

Instead, the Kent League is hoping that 
by getting all the clubs together to explain 
the pros and cons of the plan they will get 
a clear indication if there is sufficient 
enthusiasm to continue. 

Invitations will be circulated to clubs in 
the Kent League and County League and 
for the first time teams in the top divi¬ 
sions of regional competitions across the 
county, such as the Rochester and District 
Football League, will also be consulted. 

Denise Richmond, Kent League chair¬ 
man, said: “I see it as a positive step 
because it will bring everything out into 
the open for the clubs. 

“It’s not about stealing clubs from 
leagues, it’s about bettering non-league 
football in the county.” 

Funding 

The intention, first seriously mooted 
last summer, is to create a division in 
‘step 6’ of the football pyramid. 

It would fit in between the step 5 Kent 
League Premier Division and the Coun¬ 
ty League’s top flight, which is at step 7. 

Kent is one of the only counties not to 
have a division at step 6. It makes it dif¬ 
ficult for clubs in the County League to 
make the jump into the Kent League, 
due to the minimum ground require¬ 
ments for step 5 clubs. 

A step 6 division would create a more 
straightforward pathway for ambitious 
clubs. The funding available to make the 
necessary ground improvements is also 
substantially greater than in step 7. 

Despite believing the meeting will 
kick-start the process, Richmond admit¬ 
ted the delays mean it is doubtful to be 
introduced next season. 

She said: “It didn’t hurt to push for the 
earlier date, but I think now the 2010-11 
season is more realistic.”

GILLINGHAM’S FA Cup windfall 
is unlikely to lead to a surge of 
activity in the transfer market as 
manager Mark Stimson first looks 
to keep his squad together. 

The team’s 2-1 victory at Stockport County 
on Tuesday night set up a lucrative third 
round tie with Premier League side Aston 
Villa at Priestfield next month. 

With the match to be screened live on televi¬ 
sion, the club are set to generate around 
£300,000 from the one-off game. 

The unexpected bonus comes right at the 
start of the January transfer window, but 
far from adding to his squad to help the 
promotion push, Stimson’s priority is to keep 
the status quo. 

Top of his list is keeping first-team coach 
Mark Robson. The former West Ham midfield¬ 
er joined Gills this summer after 10 years in 
the Charlton coaching set-up. 

Robson arrived on a temporary basis while 
looking for his first managerial post. He is still 
not on a contract at Priestfield, something 
Stimson wants to change as soon as possible. 

He said: “Hopefully, I’ll be offering him some¬ 
thing on the same terms as my contract - this 
season plus two more. 

“Mark’s added even more enthusiasm and 
that’s so important, he works in very similar

ways to me. He has helped by bringing in 
different ideas. It’s nice when you’re a player 
to have a mixture of training sessions.” 

Next on Stimson’s wish list is to re-sign Tot¬ 
tenham forward Andy Barcham, who scored 
both goals at Stockport. The 21-year-old’s 
three-month stay will end on Boxing Day, but 
once the window opens on January 1 he will be 
able to return until the end of the season. 

Important 

Stimson said: “He’s happy to be part of a first 
team which is important at this stage of his 
career. He’s concerned he’s out of contract in 
the summer so what he does in the next two or 
three months is very important. 


“What we have stressed is if he comes here 
and scores goals he is in the shop window 
because he’s playing league football.” 

If there is any money available after arrang¬ 
ing deals with Robson and Barcham, Stimson 
will then look to strengthen his squad. 

He would be helped if Peterborough decide 
to take up an option to sign Andrew Crofts, 
who is on loan with the League One club. 

With the Wales international out of contract 
in the summer, Gills are unlikely to demand a 
fee, but his departure would leave room in the 
wage budget for a new signing.

International festival gives teenager 
first taste of Olympic-style eventing 


A RIDER will take one step closer to realising 
her Olympic dream next month when she 
competes for Great Britain in the Australian 
Youth Olympic Festival (AYOF).

The AYOF is a multi-sport event for under- 
19s which was set up in 2007. 

The goal is to prepare promising sportsmen 
and women for competing in the Olympics 
later in their career and promote the move¬ 
ment’s ideals of friendship and fair play. 

The 2009 event is the first time equestrian 
events have been included. 

To avoid the costs and logistics of trans¬ 
porting horses to Australia, all riders will com¬ 
pete on borrowed horses drawn at random. 

Cousins will have only a limited time to 
get adjusted to her mount, which will be a 
challenge. 

She said: “Dressage is all about a partner¬ 
ship between the rider and the horse. It will be 
the first time I have competed on an unknown 
horse, but it’s all part of the experience.” 

The four-day AYOF begins on January 14.

KENT’S top boxer Mehrdud 
Takaloo has urged long-time 
friend Joe Calzaghe to quit the 
sport while he is ahead. 

The undefeated Welsh superstar is consid¬ 
ering retiring from boxing after he recorded 
his 46th straight win in the defeat of Roy 
Jones Jr last month. 

Calzaghe claimed ahead of the fight at 
Madison Square Garden in New York, that it 
would be his last, but he is still to confirm his 
retirement from the sport. 

Carl Froch claimed Calzaghe’s old WBC 
super-middleweight title last weekend and 
has been trying to coax the Welshman into a 
fight, while Jones Jr, Bernard Hopkins and 
Michael Kessier have all expressed more 
than an interest in a rematch. 

However, Takaloo, who walked Calzaghe 
into the ring for his fight with Jones Jr, has 
told his friend and soon-to-be promoter to 
give up boxing or risk seeing his 18-year 
unbeaten stretch come to an end. 

He said: ‘When I spoke to Joe last week he 
told me that was it. He’s earned about £17 
million out of boxing and I told him that he 
shouldn’t fight anymore. 

“He’s done everything in boxing, the only 
thing left for him to do is get beat and he 
agreed with me on that. 

“I know Carl Froch wants to fight him, but 
Joe would beat him any day of the week. He 
is a true legend of boxing, what he has done 
is amazing. I just hope he retires, but you 
never know with us boxers, it’s in our blood.” 

Challenge 

That sentiment is perhaps epitomised 
most by Takaloo, who was ready to hang his 
gloves up after his defeat to Anthony Small 
in January. 

After almost a year of contemplating what 
to do with his future, the Margate Rock’ as he 
is known, is ready to step back in the ring hav¬ 
ing been persuaded by Calzaghe to launch one 
more challenge for the British title. 

The 33-year-old is already back in training 
and eyeing up a rematch with both Small 
and Ryan Rhodes, but is expecting his come¬ 
back to be staged in America where the fight 
will be promoted by Calzaghe. 

He said: “Next year will be my comeback 
and after fighting in America I hope to be 
back for a British title shot in the summer. 

“I don’t want to be messing around with 
Southern Area titles anymore. In the past I 
have bypassed the British title, but I want 
2009 to be the year I go down in the history.”

The 22-year-old, nicknamed Young Gun’, 
has been drawn to play Dutch left-hander 
Jan van der Rassel in the first round which 
is due to be played on Tuesday, December 
23 at 2.45pm. 

Shepherd has already had the better of 
the 44-year-old van der Rassell, having 
beaten him twice this year. A 6-4 victory at 
the UK Open in June was followed up nine 
days later with a narrow 3-2 win in the PDPA 
Players Championship in Bristol. 

If Shepherd were to get through at Alexan¬ 
dra Palace, he will face either number 10 seed 
Colin Lloyd or Jelle Klassen in the second 
round on Sunday, December 28 at 7.10pm. 

Shepherd, now ranked number 23 in the 
world, earned £50,000 for finishing runner-up 
last year after beating Barrie Bates, Mick 
McGowan, Peter Manley and Wayne Mardle. 


Exciting times in

KENT’S women cricketers will play in 
Division One of the new-look County Champi¬ 
onship and feature in the inaugural England 
and Wales Cricket Board (ECB) women’s 
Twenty20 Cup next season. 

The ECB has 
announced it is expand¬ 
ing women’s county 
cricket in 2009 with the 
inclusion of Ireland into 
the new-look women’s 
County Championship, 
as well as the introduc¬ 
tion of a Twenty20 Cup. 

Kent, led by England 
skipper Charlotte 

Edwards, will play more 
matches in the 50-over 
County Championship in 
more competitive divi¬ 
sions than ever before, 
resulting in a more com¬ 
prehensive tournament. 

The top 24 teams in the country, including 
some Minor Counties, will play 10 matches 
from May through to September, five at home 
and five away. 

The ECB women’s Twenty20 Cup will be 
inaugurated in 2009. The shortest form of the 
game has raised the profile of women’s cricket 
considerably, particularly with the inclusion of 
the women’s game in the ICC World Twenty20 
in England in June. 

Head of women’s cricket Clare Connor said: 
“Further to a really positive consultation 
process, we feel we have a structure for 2009 
that will provide a longer county season and a 
tougher playing environment for our crick¬ 
eters. I am also hugely excited about the intro¬ 
duction of the ECB women’s Twenty20 Cup. 

“Our England players are desperate to play 
on finals day at Lord’s on June 21 and the 
more competitive opportunities they are given 
to learn the art of Twenty20, the better our 
prospects on the international stage will be.”

BRANDS Hatch is set to host two rounds of 
the 2009 British Superbike Championship, 
but will no longer host the final round. 

The Kent circuit will kick the champi¬ 
onship off with the opening round on the 
Easter weekend of April 10-13. Fans will 
hope there will not be a repeat of the snowy 
weather that forced the meeting on the Indy 
circuit last season to be abandoned. 

The opening meeting has been extended to 
four days to allow for additional testing and 
extensive support races. 

The big change to the calendar sees 
Cheshire circuit Oulton Park host the final 
round of the championship on October 11 
instead of Brands Hatch. 

However, Brands will host its second meet¬ 
ing of the year on the Grand Prix circuit on 
August 9. 

Series director Stuart Higgs is looking for¬ 
ward to next season and believes another 
action-packed champioship is in store for fans. 

He said: ‘We believe we have the most 
competitive domestic superbike champi¬ 
onship in the world with the calibre of riders 
and machines already entered and the 
new-look calendar adds spice, with variation 
and a range of circuits that fully test the 
capabilities of all competitors.”

Oulton Park steals Brands’ glory 
to host British superbikes finale 
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.. .and county colleague RJ 
not far off either savs coach

KENT coach Simon Willis has 
backed Amjad Khan to break into 
the Test team and he expects fel¬ 
low paceman Robbie Joseph to 
join him in a future England 
bowling attack. 

Danish-born Khan was called up to the 
Test squad for the series with India to 
replace the injured Ryan Sidebottom, after 
impressing while at an England training 
camp in Abu Dhabi. 

The Kent fast bowler narrowly missed out 
on making his England debut in the first 
Test in Chennai after captain Kevin 
Pietersen opted to give a debut to spinner 
Graeme Swann instead. 

If he were to play in the second Test in 
Mohali next week, it would cap a miraculous 
comeback from the 28-year-old, who spent 
16 lonely months on the sidelines recovering 
from a cruciate ligament injury that threat¬ 
ened to end a promising career. 

However, after making his long-awaited 
return to the Kent team midway through 
the season he played just a handful of games 
for the county before being called up to 
Pietersen’s squad. 

Willis admitted he was slightly shocked 
Khan made the squad so soon, but believes 
his hard work on the road to recovery justi¬ 
fies his inclusion. 

“I think I probably was surprised he got 
called up,” he said. “Obviously he has got 
picked after impressing in the England 
Performance Squad, but I thought there 
maybe some names ahead of him because of 
the lack of cricket he has played. The England 
management clearly have a lot of faith in him. 

“Amjad is a very focused individual. He 
put in a lot of hard hours to get back from

injury and I think England have noticed 
that. He obviously has that raw pace and 
has the ability to reverse swing the ball in 
dry conditions, which is a big advantage 
when touring somewhere like India.” 

Khan was champing at the bit to get 
involved during the 2008 season, but coach¬ 
es Graham Ford and Willis took the decision 


to hold him back. The paceman played in a 
pre-season game where he picked up a 
minor injury that set him back and from 
then on the two Kent coaches worked with 
him to ensure he would be fully fit and had 
little chance of breaking down - a decision 
which was easier said than done. 

Willis said: “It was definitely a good deci¬ 
sion to hold him back a little, but with the 
type of character he is that wasn’t easy. You 
can’t fault him for wanting to put the hard 
work in and I would much prefer a player 
that wanted to do that. We did have to keep 
the reins on at times though. 

“There is no doubt that for him to play 
cricket at one stage was something. 

“The call-up will give him a massive boost 
because he has sat 12 months on crutches 
and now he is on the fringes of the Test side. 

“If he doesn’t make the second Test with 
India he will be hoping to make his debut on 
the next tour. I’m sure he will come back in 
the summer looking to take wickets for Kent 
and hoping to get a place in the side for the 
summer Tests.” 

Fellow county team-mate Robbie Joseph 
was also part of the squads training in 
Abu Dhabi and although he didn’t make the 
full squad this time, Willis believes he is one 
for the future. 

“RJ had a fantastic summer, but he is 
probably a lot more unknown to those in the 
England set-up than Amjad,” he said. 

“Robbie has just come out of the second 
team, but I am sure when they see a bit 
more of him he will also stand a good chance 
of making the England side with Amjad.”

ball club is not like buying a car. This 
isn’t something we’re going to be 
able to put together in five minutes. 

“There are not many football clubs 
that are not in debt at the moment. I 
am not sure what the losses are at 
Maidstone, but I wouldn’t think it 
would be as bad as some clubs. I 
don’t think it would perturb me. I am 
not new to this business as I used to 
be chairman at Chatham Town so I 
know about non-league football.” 

The Lashings owner revealed if 
he were to buy the club he has 


one main priority for the future. 

“I am not interested in this as a 
way to make a profit or bring 
Manchester United down to play 
the team. I used to watch the 
Stones play as a kid and I want to 
see them back playing in 
Maidstone,” he said. 

Bowden-Brown is delighted the 
Maidstone millionaire has 
expressed an interest, but is aware 
the sale of the club will not be a 
quick procedure. 

He said: “We do not want to raise 
expectations unduly. The sale of a 
football club can be a complicated, 
protracted business.”
